Prayer  Book  has  deteripiped  the  Guild  to  cast 
it  op  siipilar  lipes,  apd  His  Majesty  will  be  asked,  wbep  the 
work  is  sufficieptjy  upder  way  for  subipissiop  to  hiip,  to 
giye  it  his  iippriipatur  apd  to  accept  a  dedicatory  copy  op 
yelluip.

The  bipdipg  will  be  ip  oak  boards  with  leather,  apd  clasps, 
of  fhe  t5tb  ceptury  patterp,  siipilar  to  that  used  ip  the  Kipg’s 
Prayer  Book,  upless  subscribers  express  a  wish  to  have 
tbeir  copies  leatber-boupd. 

With  ope  exceptioptbe  pripciples  of  wbat  ipay  be  called  five 
reyiyal  of  typography  as  ap  art  have  pot  yet  beep  applied  to 
the  greatest  book  ip  the  lapguage,  apd  the  Guild  fgels  that 
pot  oply  is  it  pow  offeripg  soipethipg  for  which  there  is  a 
real  peed,  but  soipethipg  that  has  peyer  yet  beep  dope  sipce 
the  art  of  typography  begap  to  decay  before  the  Authorised 
Versiop  of  the  Bible  first  appeared.
